Lightship Risks 

It would seem hat tlie, perils of 
a lightship crew in a gale efosed even 
thoge of a lighthouse keeper.

Talbot, in his ‘Lightships and Lignt- 
houses,’ gives an examplo of the havoc 
played by one Atlantic wave in the 
case of the lightship that guards the 
terrible rocky fangs known as the

boat and threw it against 'the deck- 
house, and in so doing caught another 
member of the crew, mauling his thigh 
badly in passing.

The lightship is a British idea, and 
the first ever uséd Was placed in the 
mouth of the Thames in 1713.

CHEAPER FENCE-POSTS 


p eaeerym vee Prolong Lifs al Poorest 
Woods ; 

As a result of the many Riauisien in 
regard to the, preservative treatment 
of fence-posts, the Forestry Branch, 
Ottawa, has jas of issued <.. circular on 
this qubject which can be had by ar- 
plying to the Director of Forestry. 
The variou~ 
treating the posts with the preserva- 
tives are all illustrated by Widgrams, 
and the appdératus required is simple 
and costs’ little. i 
The great advantage of these treat- 


ments is that. they keep even cheap] 


woods free from decay for from ten 
to fifteen .years.. Many kinds of wood 
found in farmers’ wood lots will Jast, 
when used-as posts, only four years or 
thereabouts, after treatmsr', such as 
‘described, they Jac twice ‘or three 
times, even four times as long. 

Creosote, which’ costg in-, Canada, 
from ten to twenty-five cents a gallon, 
is the best preservative. When_boil- 
ing-hot creosote’'is applied liberally 
with a brush—a paint brush or white- 
wash brush, for instance—t. the butts 
of well-seasoned posts from which the 
bark has been removed, it sinks into 
the wood for a distance of- about a 
quarter of an inch. This should add 
at least ten years: to the life of a’ post 
made from a non-durable. wood, such 
as poplar, balsam, fir or spruce. This 
is not the best method, but it is the 
simplest and, on a small scale, pro- 
bably the cheapest. Other methods 
require that tic posts be kept covered 
in tanks of hot creosote for a longer 
or shorter period.. 

Besides lengthening the life of the 
post, the preservative treatment also 
tends to reduce the cost.of the posts 
in .another ‘way, for, as cheap local 
woods. can be used, tke first cost and 
the cost of transportation a-e usually 
much lower.than for cedar, oak or 
tamarack. Moreover, as. posts will 
need to be set less often, the propor- 
tionate cost of setting the post will 
be less. Taking into account all the 
items that go to make up the cost of 
the post, and comparing this with 
the number of years it will last, it will 
be found, in the majority .of cases, to 
be much less for treated posts. 


OVER WORKING AND 
UNDER-RESTING 


A famous physician, speaking to a 
woman’s ‘club assembly, gaid: “A 
steam engine that is calculated to do 
a certain amoun: of work in a day 
will soon break down if overworked. 

“The human body may be likened 
t-.such,a machine; it is composed of 
the. most delicately constracted or- 
gans, intendec to’ perform only a cer- 
tain number of hours without rest. If 
these parts are overdriven, Nature has 
no time to renew the worn parts.” 

Sometimes a- change. of work. will 
test you, but when that fail‘and you

Insects. that walk on the water by 
means, of pneumatic floats are the fa- 
miliar water and the pond skater spid- 
er.

There are tiny hairs on the 
feet of this insect, so-fine that they 
cannot. be: seen, that are arranged to 
collect air. The amount collected ‘in 
and about these hairs is sufficient to 
allow the insect to float or walk on 
the surface of the water. As each 
foot is put down it forms a cuplike de- 
pression or tiny pit in the water. The 
foot does not sink because the air bub- 
ble that has been formed is too light 
to let it. A fine cover!2g of hair pro- 
tects thé water spider; too; and-even -if}- 
it is submerged ‘in the water it is nev- 
er really wet.

| then printing the ticket. The machine 
hands out the frestily printed ticket in 
less time than it takes the ordinary 
ticket seller to select a printed ticket 
from his racx and stamp the date on 
the back of it. 
| Ticket printing machines appeared a 
few years ago, but it is only within the 
last few months that a machine has 
‘been developed which will do all the 
‘work on pressure of a button. The 
advantages of the machine to the rail- 
roads are many, and if experience 
shows they are always reliable and do 
not cost too much for their service 
they will be generally adopted. As it 
is now tickets are checked up almost 


and time. A ticket printing machine is 
locked, so no one can tcmper with it.

SUICIDE IN VIEN NA. 


“Tired of Life’ a Common Complaint 
In the Austrian Capital. 

Statistics of the cases of suicide 
which occurred in the course of last 
year in Vienna show that 1,558 per- 
sons killed themselves there, 2s com- 
pared with 1,406 during the previous 
year. The increase was mainly among 
females, 627 of whom took their lives 
as compared with 510 during the pre- 
vious year, while the corresponding 
increase among the males was only 
thirty-five. The ages at which persons 
committed suicide varied within wide 
limits, the oldest of the victims being 
eighty-eight years of age and the 


youngest only nine-years. — ge 
It is a curious fact that the bright 


summer months are apparently more 
conducive to suicide than the gloomy 
winter days. Thus June, July and 
August head the list, while. the low- 
est number of suicides: occurred iv 
February and December. 

The modes of death most frequently, 
selected were hanging (633 cases). 
shooting (233 cases) and poisoning (108 
cases). Two women burned themselves 
alive. The most frequently assigned 
motives for suicide were II! health, dis- 
appointment in love and want of food. 
In .seventeen instances attempts at 
suicide were made by children ‘who 
found themselves unable to accomplisB 
their class work at school.
